Reports of Casualties Continues 
to Conflict—Girls Reported 
Mutilated.

}--Constantine is outwardly calm, in- 


wardly seething today as the city 
prepares to bury victims of bitter 
Arab-Jewish religious riots. 

There is an unconfirmed report 
that troops have been rushed to a 
distant city of Algeria, the name of 
which is not disclosed, where an 


attack on Jewish houses is alleged- 


ly planned. 

The fighting has spread to towns 
near Constantine. Military precau- 
tions were strengthened after the 
arrival of Jules Carde, French Gov- 
ernor-General, who broke short a 
vacation in Paris. 

A tense situation is heightened by 
numerous false rumors of fresh 
clashes. 

How many deaths have resulted 
is not known. An official estimate 
is 27. Most of the victims were 
Jews. Three Jews were killed and 
s®veral persons were injured at Air 
Beida, 60 miles away. Unofficial 
estimates are that 100 have been 
slain. 

“It will take days before the 
world obtains a true picture of 
atrocities during the pogrom in th 
Jewish quarters,” said a  corre-

Base.”

MACAO, China, Aug. 6—In the 
farming village of Tang Ka-wan, 
35 miles from the Portuguese col- 
ony of Macao, lives the elder states- 
man, Tong Shao-yi, Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs during the regime 
of the Empress Dowager, first Pre 
mier of the republic of China and 
now ite of the model dis- 
trict of Chungshan, Kwangtun 
Province. 

Although he retains his member- 
ship in the Southwest ~— Political 
Council and periodically attends its 
sessions at Canton, his principal in- 
terest is the development of his 
district. 

Traveling by automobile from 
Macao to Tang Ka-wan, the corre- 
spondent passed over a motor high- 
way which cannot be surpassed in 
rural China. It was one of a net- 
work of modern graveled highways 
which has been completed under 
the program instituted four years 
ago by the Magistrate. 

Barred in District. 

Tong explained that the “model 
district” was so called because at 
the beginning of his administration 
as Magistrate he prohibited the im- 
portation of opium, a policy which 
has cost the district approximately 
$500,000 in revenue annually. 

“But you can see for yourself that 
we are building roads and develop- 
ing the district in spite of the loss 
of the opium taxes,” he continued. 
“And we have rid the district of 
an undesirable element which is to 
be found wherever. the opium traf- 
fic is permitted.” 

The Chungshan motor road pro- 
gram has been financed jointly by 
the district government and the bus 
companies which have been grant- 
ed franchises to operate on the new 
highways. Secondary highways un- 
suited for motor traffic are being 
built at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment. 

“When I became Magistrate of 
Chungshan,” Tong said, “the dis- 
trict was overrun with soldiers who 
received their orders from Canton. 
There was constant ‘friction be- 
tween the soldiers and the local po- 
lice and local officials. I had the 
soldiers recalled to Canton and now 
the only military element in the 
district is my own private army of 
1000 men, who are directly under 
civilian control.”

the modernization program being 
launched by the Federal 
Administration, the object of which 
is to encourage—where needed—- 
‘the widespread repairing and recon 
ditioning of residential and com 
mercial properties. 

Under the National Housing Act, 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion is also authorized to set up 
machinery to insure long-term 
amortized home mortgages, but this 
part of our program will not be 
launched until a latter date. 
First of all let me explain that 
the Government will not make 
loans to individuals or corporations 
for the improvement of their prop- 
erties. 

The loans will be made by com- 
mercial and industrial banks, build- 
ing and loan associations, savings 
banks and other lending institutions. 
and the Government's part will be 
to insure the lenders against 100 
per cent of all loss, provided the 
total of such loss does not excced 
20 per cent of the total volume of 
such credits advanced. Where 
loans are obtained for the specific 
purpose of repairing property, the 
lending institution will not require 
collateral excepting in some cases 
where the State law requires the 
particular institution to lend only 


on mortgage. 
Loans. 


The great bulk of financial ad- 
vances to be made under this plan 
will be in the form of “character 
loans.” ‘The borrower will get his 
loan solely on the basis of his abil- 
ity to repay and his general repu- 
tation for honesty and fair dealing, 
without indorsers or co-makers of 
the note. 
Another point I desire to empha- 
size is that.the Federal Housing 
Administration expects to resort 
neither to regimentation nor bally- 
hoo. We are not going to put pres- 
sure on property owners to borrow 
for the purpose of making this cam- 
paign a success. 
Our only thought is that where 
properties are in need of repair 
and the owners are in position to} 
repay the costs of such repairs out 
of regular income, we shall offer 
practical co-operation in securing 
the funds needed. 
We want only such loans made 
as shall be, first of all, of definite 
value to the property owners them- 
selves. 
It will be readily recognized chat 
the composite values of this under- 
taking will be very great. The im- 
provement of individual properties 
will help the entire community in 
which they are located and this in 
turn will help the entire nation. 
Effect of Loans, 
These processes will stimulate 
demand for innumerable products 
of the factory, mine and field. They 
will increase employment, enhance 
real estate values and elevate the 
standard of living by making avail- 
able a greater number of home 
conveniences. 
To sum it briefly, we of the Fed- 


tm Housing Administration are 
hopeful that this program will set 
in motion forces that will be of 
timely and vital value to the nation, 
both in speeding recovery and in at- 
taining permanent economic and so- 
cial objective. 

I have been informed by those 
who have made close studies of the 
housing situation that there are 
about 16,500,000 buildings in this 
country in need of repairs, 3,000,000 
of which need structural changes. 

The loans to be made to property 
owners for all kinds of repairs and 
improvements to all kinds of prop- 
erty will be limited to a maximum 
of $2000 and no loan of less than 
$100 will be made. 

The loan is to be repaid with in- 
terest on a monthly payment basis. 
In the case of farmers, repaymcnt 
will be made on dates crops are 


sold. é 
to Get Loan. 

If you have decided that you want 
a loan for the purpose of improv- 
ing your property, your first step 
should be to see a contractor, or 
building supply dealer, or architect, 
and ascertain the exact cost of the 
work that is to be done. 

Then go to your bank or some 
other financial] institution in your 
community approved by this admin- 
istration and apply for a loan for 
the required amount; or your con- 
tractor or building supply dealer 
may take your loan application di- 
rect. 

The bank, or other institution, will 
then make an investigation. If it 
finds that the improvement you 
wish to make is well advised, and 
that you are in a position to repay 
the loan,.it will agree to make you 
what is called a “character loan.” 

You will not be asked -to mort- 
gage your property or put up any 
collateral as security, except where 
state laws‘require the particular in- 
stitution to lend only on mortgage. 
Your character will be your secur- 
ity. 

Financing institutions will agree 
to make payment of the loan when 
the work is completed or during the 
progress of the work, either to you 
or to your contractor on your or- 
der. It will accept your personal 
note in either case. 

Payment in Instalmente, 

It will charge you a smali sery- 
‘ee fee and reasonable interest or 
will discount your note sufficient to 
cover these items. 

You will be allowed to repay the 
loan in small monthly instalments 
running over a reasonable and con- 
venient period -of time net over 
three years. 

Loans of this nature should be 
made only on buildings that are 
structurally sound. It should be un- 
derstood that loans made on dilapi- 
dated structures, on those poorly lo- 
cated, or where values are declining, 
are not justified economically. 

The purpose of this program is 
to encourage the improvement eof 
real estate along sound, constructive 
lines, and only in such cases where 
the amount borrowed and invested 
in better housing is thoroughly jus- 
tified in the light of good judg- 
ment and where improvements are 
reflected in increased value or use 
of the property.

GERMANY REVOKES EXCHANGE 
PRIVILEGE OF FOREIGN ENVOYS 


Journalists Also Will Have to Buy 
Marks at Prevailing 
Rate. 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 —Foreign en- 
voys, consuls and journalists re- 
siding in Germany were informed 
by the Reichsbank yesterday that, 
effective Oct. 1, they would be de- 
nied the privilege of purchasing 
registered marks to spend in Ger- 
many, but would be forced instead 
to purchase marks at the prevailing 
rate of exchange, which is higher. 

For Americans this means the 
purchase of marks at the rate of 
approximately 2.50 marks to the 
dollar.

The normal exchange on the old 
American gold basis is 4.20 marks 
to the dollar.

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SNAGS IN TARIFF BARGAINING. 


Recent news dispatches telling of the progress, or 
lack of progress, in negotiating trade treaties under 
the new reciprocal tariff law show ‘that its sponsors 
were over-enthusiastic in their predictions of what it 
would accomplish toward restoring our foreign trade. 

Already, the tariff bargaining committee set up 
by the President under the act has encountered seri- 
ous obstacles. Great Britain can see nothing to be 
gained from talks about tariff reductions until after 
the whole complex and troublesome world trade situ- 
ation has been clarified. In the case of Germany, our 
own officials are reluctant to enter into parleys be- 
cause of the disturbed economic conditions under 
Hitler. Negotiations with Russia await the conclu- 
sion of a debt settlement with that country. The 
situation in Austria discourages all hopes of a use- 
ful trade agreement. Canada is troubled with prob- 
lems growing out of her partnership with the other 
nations of the British Empire. Argentina has pre 
sented opening, but its exporte are products which 
compete with those of our own Middle Weat, 

Clearly, the task of thoge seeking to build up our 
foreign trade through the proposed new treaties is 
beset, and for a long time will continue to be beset, 
with grave difficulties. This is not to say that the 
effort is not worth making. Some gains may be made. 
But it is too much to expect any large-scale improve- 
ment in the near futire. . | 

‘Our negotiators are starting, so to speak, at 
scratch.

LONDON. 

HEN I left America a few weeks ago 
W to go to England, everyone in the Unit- 

ed States was talking about British re- 
covery. The press was filled with sugges- 
tions that our trans-Atlantic cousins had 
learned the trick of coming out of the de 
pression, and that what we really ought to 
do Was to study their methods, and apply 
thent at home. These methods, it was hint- 
ed, consisted of leaving undone those things 
that Mr. Roosevelt has done, to say nothing 
of thosé things that Mr. Roosevelt has said 
he would do, but to which he hasn't yet 
got around. 

When I arrived in London, I was interest- 
ed to find that the attitude there was just 
the reverse. English students of economics 
with whom I talked were decidedly unenthu- 
siastic about the alleged return of prosper- 
ity to their right little; tight little isle; but 
most of them were enormously impressed 
with the American New Déal, They felt 
that if John Bull would only put on the 
clothes of Cousin Jonathan, he would out a 
vastly better figure. The grass in the next 
pasture is still the greenest, even if there 
is an ocean instead of a fence. 


It is true that in certain ways things are 
better in England. Unemployment has been 
decreasing steadily since the beginning of 
1933, and is now around the 2,000,000 mark, 
about the same that 6,000,000 would be in 
the United States; Wholesale prices stopped 
going down about the time that Great Brit- 
ain went off gold, in 1931, and have remained 
roughly stationary ever sinée. British ¢x- 
ports, after declining steadily for seven 
years, leveled off in the middle of 1932, and 
have since held their own at some 70 per 
cent of the 1924 level.

For this reason, a diet which has 
considerable fat in it is valuable, on 


reducing diet for its satiety value, 


It is a common observation that the 
banana is a filling food. Nothwith- 


has almost no fat content. The 
combination of milk and bananas 
is simple, palatable, and has been 
introduced as the latest reducing 


diet. 

It may be used in one of two or 
three ways. First, milk and ba- 
nanas may be used for one or two 
meals, with moderate restriction for 
the third. Second, they may be 
taken as the entire diet for 10 to 
14 days, and then exchanged for 
a more varied diet. These alter- 
nate periods of starvation and re- 
stricted diet are considered safe, 
harmless and effective. 

When used as a diet in the mod- 
erately restricted way, one or two 
large ripe bananas and a glass of 
cold milk are used for breakfast 
and lunch, For the evening meal, 
clear soup, a little lean meat, and 
vegetables containing only 6 per 
cent carbohydrate, such as lettuce, 
cucumbers, spinach, asparagus, rhu- 
barb, sauerkraut, cabbage, radishes 
and leeks, are used, 

The strict diet consists of a daily 
consumption of six large bananas 
and four glasses of skimmed milk, 
They can. be divided into three 
meals in any way that suits the 
fancy; a banana and a glass of 
skimmed milk for breakfast, two 
bananas and two glasses of milk 
for lunch, and three bananas and 
a glass of milk for suppér; or two 
bananas and a glass anda half of 
milk for each meal, 

The nutritional value of this diet 
is 182 grams of carbohydrate (the 
average normal diet has about 400, 
grams of carbohydrate a day); 44 
grams of protein (normal about 
100) and four grams of fat. It fur-. 
nishes 940 calories, about one-third 
of the amount that the average 


And ita great advantage is that the 
person who is reducing feels com- 
fortable and does not experience 
hunger pangs while taking it. 
This diet has been used and was 
reported by Dr. George A. Harrop 
of Baltimore, Md., and has been 
referred to several times in iInqui- 
ries to this department. as the “Har- 
rop Diet.”
